Tbe attendance at the adjourned meet¬ 
ing of tbe Town Council held Monday-^ 
night was like that on license night. Tbe 
Council room was crowded and the 
throng extended fsr out into the ha IT 
way and a number of people gave up any 
attempt to hear the proceedings. 

it was significant that the crowd was 
in a serious mood and was out to block 
what to many there looked like a gigan¬ 
tic and fraudulent imposition on the tax- ; 
payers, and the applause that greeted 
Mr. Murray’s remarks showed that Mr. 
Green’s design to expend a large amount 
of public money in an illegal manner 
waa strongly disapproved of by the 
people. L 

Mayor Fisher in calling th« meeting to 
order said that the purpose of the meet¬ 
ing was to consider matters relating to 
the water department, and he called on 
Councilman Green, chairman of the 
water committee, for a report. 

Mr. Green stated that objections had. 
been made by Mr. Murray to the report 
of the audit of tbe water department by 
£>. M. Fisk, and as a consequence Mr. 
Fisk had been asked to appear before the 
Council and explain the report and was 
present for that purpose. 

Councilman Murray stated that at a 
previous meeting he had moved to re¬ 
ject the auditor's report, because in his 
opinion it was Dot a true and correct 
statement and was contrary to the 
ordinance governing the water depart¬ 
ment, as it charged $15,130 19 against 
the town for water used for public pur* 
poses in face of the fact that the cost of 
all water used for such purposes was 
provided for in the rate charged private 
consumers. Mr. Murray asked Mr. Fisk 
why he had placed these chargee against 
the town in his report.

asked both Chairman Green of the water 
-committee and Chairman Murray of the 
auditing committee for instructions in 
regard to the report. Mr. Murray’s re¬ 
ply was to the effect that as inasmuch as 
ttie auditing committee of the Council 
had been ignored in tbe matter of pro¬ 
curing an audit of the water department j 
accounts, and in view of the fact that the 
intent was to prevent the auditing com-: 
mittee having anything to do with the 
report, he would not presume to offer 
anything in tbe way of instructions to 
the auditor, aad his only interest in tbe 
matter was simply a desire for a state¬ 
ment of facta. 

Mr. Green, chairman of the water 
committee, who was the master hand in 
managing the audit of the water depart¬ 
ment, and who purposely planned that 
Mr. Murray should not have a hand in 
it. among the numerous directions he 
gave about the make up of the report he 
4id not say a word to the auditor about 
the existence of a town ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the payment of water used for 
public purposes. Mr. Green has from 
time to time indulged in a let of bosh 
about wanting a true statement of water 
department finances and about not 
haviug a hand in the report, but such 
utterances are lies. Mr. Green is the 
fath°r of several reports showing large 
profits in the water department, and the 
falsity of all of them has been exposed 
notwithstanding he resorted tothede 
ceitful practice of trying to bolster up 
one of his reports with official affidavits. 
His lying course and deceitful practices 
in all that pertains to the water depart¬ 
ment have rendered any statements he 
may make about water department affairs 
incredible. 

Mr. Fisk said that after learning of the 
ordinance he revised his report and de- 
wired to offer a supplemental document 
This supplemental report brought down 
the alleged profits of the water depart¬ 
ment to a little over $4 000. In using the 
term “profit” in connection with these 


stiiete aad build houses upon them; 
personally I am glad to see the town go 
forward along lines that will be to its act- 
vantage. but personally, and as a citizen 
and as a friend of every man in this 
Council, I do not want to see you do an 
act which the Legislature has stated yon

Voorheer act to any such expenditure as 
$5,000; but you have no right to go on 
record in tbe face of your counsel's 
warning, in the face of the law, in the 
face of my own friendly warning and 
stultify yourselves and the town of 
Bloomfield by doing that which the 
Legialature says yon have no right to do 

Mr. Barrett’s remarks to the Council 
were a knock -opt blow to Mr. Green. 
He refrained frop further bluffing and 
did not oppoee a motion to lay the mat- 
tei of awarding the contract over to an¬ 
other meeting. 

The resignation of Charles W. Powers 
as superintendent of the water depart¬ 
ment was taken up. Mr. Green s state¬ 
ment that the latter resignation was a 
surprise to him was received with cyni¬ 
cal amusement. He reported that he 
had conferred with Mr. Powers about the 
matter since the resignation was sent in. 
Tbe superintendent’s resignation was ac¬ 
cepted and he was hired to take charge 
of the water department until January 1 
at the salary of $100 per month. 

The bill to the amonnt of $287 for 
water used in flashing sewers, which was 
presented for payment at a previous 
meeting and opposed by Mr. Murray and 
Mr. Davis, was not brought up again 
Monday night.
